The Grays Harbor cities, Aber¬ 
deen and Hoquiam, awoke this 
morning to find the second bat¬ 
talion, 161st Infantry, commanded 
by Maj. W. C. Hand, prepared to 
take over the duties of the state 
police, city police and sheriff’s 
force. 

The second batallion was thrown 
into the cities last night in a sur¬ 
prise move by Gov. Clarence D. 
Martin, acting upon the request of 
the mayors and chiefs of police of 
the two cities and the sheriff of 
Grays Harbor county. 

In Tacoma the first battalion 
remained on - uty while two .non. 
mills prepared to open and those 
which operated last week were 
adding more men to their crews. 

Operators of six mills in Everett 
changed their announced plans of 
resuming cutting and they and 
strikers alike awaited the result of 
a vote tonight by the Sawmill and 
Timber Workers' union upon a 
compromise offer which three of 
the mills were reported to have 
made.

The seventh victim of a suicide 
in Orange county within the past 
month was discovered yesterday 
morning in Black Star canyon 
when Harold Kirkhart, special of¬ 
ficer for the Irvine company, 
found the body of Mrs. Ina L. 
Cope, 52, of 238 North Orange 
street. Orange, in a coupe parked 
at the side of the road. 

Mrs. Cope disappeared from 
home in Orange July 5, and offi¬ 
cers immediately' lw*gan a search 
for her. It was feared at that 
time the pioneer Orange county 
woman might have been con¬ 
templating taking her own life. 
The reason for this belief was 
that several years ago her twin 
sister, Mrs. Ha Bishop of Santa 
Ana, committed suicide in a 
parked car on a road southeast 
of Santa Ana. She had taken 
poison. 

Deputy Sheriffs Fred Humiston 
and G. F. McKelvey, accompanied 
by Deputy Coroner Bert Casteix, 
investigated the death of Mrs. 
Cope, and found a hose leading 
from the exhaust pipe to the in¬ 
terior of the car. All of the win¬ 
dows were dosed, and apparently 
the woman had died from carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

The body was removed to the 
Gillogly mortuary in Orange, and 
later taken to the Shannon Fu¬ 
neral home where services were 
scheduled for 2 p. m. today. Mrs. 
Cope leaves one daughter, Mrs. 
Claude M. Bolton of 1325 West 
First street, Santa Ana, and a 
grandson, William Pilch of Santa 
Ana. 

Mrs. Cope, who was a member 
of the Ruby Rebekah lodge of 
Orange, and a member of the Na¬ 
tive Daughters of the Golden 
West, was bom near West Orange. 
Her father, R. M. Hargrave, was 
one of the early Orange county 
pioneers. The services were to be 
conducted by the Native Daugh¬ 
ters of the Golden West.

“The time has come to move in 
this direction. It would, of course, 
be unwise to impose tax burdens 
which would retard recovery. But 
it would be equally unwise not to 
call on sources of revenue which 
would reduce our borrowings and 
later reduce the national debt 
without interfering with recovery, 
and it is my belief that the addi¬ 
tional taxes which the president 
has now recommended fall within 
this latter class." 

Republicans immediately snap¬ 
ped up the debt reduction idea. 
Representative Jenkins (R , Ohio), 
among others, objected that the 
proposed taxes would have no sub¬ 
stantial effect on the debt. 

Although the content of the tax 
schedules was carefully guarded 
for the moment, it was under¬ 
stood that some rates contem¬ 
plated increasing the taxes on in¬ 
dividual incomes as low as $100,- 
000 a year and inheritances as 
small as $50,000. 

No Special Program 
Morgenthau did not recommend 
any particular program save that 
outlined in general terms by 
President Roosevelt, ie., new taxes 
on inheritances, increased levies 
on individual or corporation in¬ 
comes and gifts. 

“These proposed taxes are de¬ 
signed to draw on accumulations 
of wealth and income which, for 
the most part, have been de¬ 
rived from nation-wide activi¬ 
ties,” he said. 

“In consequence, their enact¬ 
ment should constitute an import¬ 
ant step forward in reshaping our 
tax structure along sounder and 
fairer lines.” 


WASHNIGTON, Monday, July £. 
UP )—The opinion that wealth dis¬ 
tribution taxes could be levied to 
raise $118,000,000 to $901,500,000 
annually was expressed to the 
house ways and means committee 
today by Secretary Morgenthau. 

While he was testifying, the 
White House emphasized that the 
administration was making no 
specific recommendation on tax 
rates, and that Morgenthau was 
simply presenting estimates on 
schedules suggested by committee 
members. 

A plain intimation was given at 
the White House that President 
Roosevelt expected the new tax 
bill to be confined to the three 
points he suggested to congress— 
levies on high inheritances, on 
high incomes and a graduated cor¬ 
poration tax to replace the present 
flat rate. 

Expects No Revision 
On that basis, it was assumed 
the president did not expect 
congress to make a general re¬ 
vision of taxes by dipping into 
the medium and lower income 
brackets. 

Morgenthau said "it would be 
perilous to regard any part of 
these new revenues as available 
for new types of expenditures or 
as justifying any increase over our 
carefully budgeted plans for fed¬ 
eral outlays." 

“The treasury’s concern is with 
the adequacy of the national rev¬ 
enue.” Morgenthau said. “There 
are times of emergency when the 
treasury must finance expendi¬ 
tures in excess of income by bor¬ 
rowings which increase the public | 
debt. 

“Emergency Passed" 

"But the national welfare de¬ 
mands that when such an 
emergency has passed, suffl- I

SET OUT ON L. A 
FAIR GROUNDS 


POMONA, Monday, July 8.— 
When the 1935 Ios Angeles Coun¬ 
ty fair opens here September 13 
for its record 17-day program of 
educational and entertainment fea¬ 
tures, the exposition park will pre¬ 
sent a medley of color. Secretary- 
Manager C. B. Afflerbaugh an¬ 
nounced today that work had just 
been finished in setting out a mil¬ 
lion zenia plants in beds and 
borders throughout the grounds. 
The growth of the plants will be 
carefully supervised so that they 
will be in the heighth of their 
bloom during the time the fair 
is on. 

In addition to the zenias a 
whole hillside has been carpeted 
with purple petunias bordered 
with pink blossoms. Thousands 
of trees and shrubs, including 
oriental sycamores, elms, deodars, 
California holly, California lilac 
and sumac, have also been set 
out since the 1934 fair. 

These plantings are a part of 
a $100,000 SERA program inau¬ 
gurated at. the fair grounds to com¬ 
plete improvements and landscap¬ 
ing sta“ e l in 1934. Hundreds of 
men lave been employed at the 
work with a result that the place 
is already spic and span and prac¬ 
tically ready for the opening of 
the big show. The county for¬ 
estry department has finished 
spraying trees and shrubs as a 
protection against pests. Labor 
for this project also was furnish¬ 
ed by the SERA.

A delegation of Coast Royal 
citizens will appear before the 
board of directors of the Orange 
county water district next Monday 
to learn the source o/ information 
that the board do** not favor an¬ 
nexation of the Coast Royal area 
to the water district. 

A petition for annexation has 
been prepared, but will not be pre¬ 
sented at Wednesday’s meeting, 
said George Crawford, leader of 
the Coast Royal group. The group 
has no desire to offer the petition 
if it is known before hand that it 
will not be looked on with favor, 
Mr. Crawford said. 

The Coast Royal area has been 
using water from the quota of 
Laguna Beach, which is in the dis¬ 
trict. The water board recently 
voted to notify both regions that 
if Laguna Beach continues export¬ 
ing water from the district to 
Coast Royal, the water board will 
take necessary steps to prevent it. 

A. W. Rutan, legal counsel for 
the board, is expected to report 
on a study of a court decision re¬ 
garding an Imperial county water 
district with a similar voting sys¬ 
tem to that of the Orange county 
district. In the Imperial county 
district it is not clear whether per¬ 
sons other than property owners 
can vote, but in the Orange coun¬ 
ty district the voting privilege is 
expressly limited to property own¬ 
ers. For this reason the court de¬ 
cision invalidating the Imperial 
county district will have no effect 
on the Orange county district, in 
the opinion of Mr. Rutan. 

The attorney outlined the situa¬ 
tion at a meeting of the water 
board as a committee of the whole 
on Friday. Other matters dis¬ 
cussed then included proposed im¬ 
portation of water from the Mo¬ 
jave river valley which is not put 
to beneficial use. The local water 
board will continue its effort to 
bring the outside water to Orange 
county.

'A GROUP of men will gather tonight at Newport to 

devise ways and means of furthering Orange county’s 
publicity interests during the coming year, particularly 
with reference to the tourist crop which is about to be 
harvested. 

It is a worthy undertaking, and we are hopeful that 
these men, in their wisdom, will work out an effective 
plan, one which will be so outstanding that Orange 
county's fame will be extended far beyond the confines 
of Southern California. Advertising and publicity are 
highly essential to our growth. That is why we attach 
so much importance to this meeting. 

As we see it, one of the first factors that must govern 
any publicity committee is to have that committee made 
up of community-minded men. By community-minded 
men, we mean men who think first of the community. 
Often the job is a thankless one, and those who undertake 
it must realize that fact. No one should accept a place 
on the committee if he is unable to put the community 
first and himself way back, sometimes where he can’t 
even be seen or heard. 

• # * 

T HERE will be a plan advanced at tonight’s meeting 
which contemplates presenting a quantity—maybe as 
much as a box—of oranges to every tourist who visits 
Orange county this summer. It is the idea of George 
Kellogg, president of the Associated Chambers of Com¬ 
merce. Not being orange growers or orange shippers, we 
are not prepared to say whether Mr. Kellogg’s idea is 
practicable or not. On the face of it, the scheme sounds | 
good. It sounds more than good. It sounds like the big¬ 
gest and most attractive undertaking we have heard of 
to attract and hold the attention of prospective investors. 

The Kellogg orange distribution plan also carries with 
it a means of relieving Orange county’s huge orange 
surplus by requiring the county to purchase, at a small 
price, the oranges that arc to be presented to our guests. 

It is an effort to get away from the crime of dumping 
surplus oranges on the river banks and saturating them 
with oil so no man, woman or child can eat the fruit unless 
he has tlhe price to pay for it. 

But, like as not, Mr. Kellogg’s idea will be torn 
asunder. He will be branded as a dreamer, a proposer of 
a fantastic idea. Mr. Kellogg no doubt is a dreamer, a 
dreamer of big dreams—the kind that made Southern 
California. 

♦ # * 

B UT Mr. Kellogg can stand criticism of his plan. Fact 
is, he will welcome it. It will not hurt the delibera¬ 
tions of the committee a particle. Its members will thrive 
on it unless— 

Unless back of the criticism appears the ruinous 
hand of SELFISHNESS. Nobody but Orange county as 
a community and our visitors will benefit by the free dis¬ 
tribution of oranges. The plan contemplates the payment 
of no commissions. There is no secret pay-off for any¬ 
body. No city in Orange county will benefit more than 
its neighbor. It will be a fine lesson in real co-operation. 

But whether it’s Kellogg’s free oranges or some other 
idea, one thing must be remembered. It’s this: 

Orange county will “go places” undreamed of if its 
people cam be reunited with self left out. 

Santa Ana, for instance, should be too big to permit 
its chamber of commerce to be “at outs” with the asso¬ 
ciated chambers of commerce because of a trivial irregu¬ 
larity of procedure. We can’t afford to quarrel with our 
neighbors. Also the Santa Ana chamber should be too 
big to lose its interest in the Orange county exhibit at the 
San Diego fair just because the county’s publicity director 
didn’t run the show to suit the secretary of the Santa Ana 
chamber. The exhibit isn’t the most creditable one that 
could be set up, it is true, but pouting won’t make it a 
better one. 

Let’s forget personal ambition, greed, selfishness and 
jealousy and adopt a creed something like the well-known 
service club slogan, “He profits most who serves best.”
